The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not suggest or teach an antifungal composition for the treatment of a fungal 
infection of a member selected from the group consisting of nails, tissue surrounding 
said nails, and tissue underlying said nails, or treatment of symptoms associated with 
said fungal infection in an animal in need of said treatment comprising water; an 
effective amount of a topical pharmaceutical^ acceptable fluoride ion donor compound; 
and a wetting agent, whereby when said composition is applied to said nail, or said 
tissue surrounding said nail or said tissue underlying said nail, said composition 
penetrates around and under said nail and into underlying and surrounding tissues so 
that said fungal infection or symptoms associated therewith are effectively ameliorated 
and a method for treating fungal growth areas proximal to a nail in an animal, the 
method comprising the steps of providing the said composition and periodically topically 
applying said composition to the fungal growth areas.
